Boston. Nov. 18.—The

with which Samuel Gompers rules the 
American. Federation of Labor 
con- 


vention' and the presence of a police- 
man prevented a scene of disorder 
from culminating In something worse, 
during 
consideration of a socialist 


resolution. On the resolution of Dele- 
gate Schardt .4 Chicago declaring It 
to be the sense of the convention that 
the constitution be amended to the 
effect that no organization affiliated 
shallv In the future sign any agree- 
ment' -which shall prevent a sympa- 
thetic strike was reported unfavorably 
and the report was concurred In by 
the convention. 


Trouble Over Socialism, 


Trouble .was occasioned by \ the so- 


cialist question. The starting point 
was the presentation of a batch of ten 
resolutions, of which the following Is 
a sample: • 
/ 


"Resolved. That we declare for the 


' collective ownership and operation of 


the means of production and distribu- 
tion and the right of the workers to 
the full product of their labors.," • 


President Gompers evidently fore- 


saw trouble, for he at once ordered 
that the galleries, which were well 
filled with'socialistic sympathizers; b« 
cleared. The order was greeted with 
a storm of hisses, but the president 
was Inflexible. 
• 


' 
Gompers Is Upheld. 


The debate was opened by. Max 8. 


Hayes of Cleveland, who offered as a 
substitute for the unfavorable report 
on the ten resolutions, a motion that 
they be approved. In rapid succession 


' speeches were made by Dennis Hays 


of the glass blowers. Delegate Keyes, 
•who charged that Mr. Gompers years 
ago approved of socialism, and oth- 
ers. Then Max Hayes returned to the 


• attack. The convention was now in 


an upronr. and Dennis Drlscoll, chair- 
man of 'the local committee, sent a 
messenger out to call for a force of 
' policemen. In the debate Hayes ap- 
• pealed from the ruling of the chair, 
•j but the convention ion a show of hands 


.'•/upheld Mr. Gompers, 181 to 70. 


Dlscucs the Boycott. 
„ 
The boycott question received con- 
, slderable attention when a resplutlon 


came up Instructing the law commit- 
'tee to amend tho federation constltu- 
• tlon to prohibit placing any concern 
• doing an Interstate business on the 
•unfair list by any local, central or 


~ state body without the sanction of 
• the national or 
International union 


whose Interests lire Involved, and in- 


• dorsed by the executive council of 


the American ". merntlo- of Labor. 


Some of the delegates argued that 


the adoption of this amendment would 
-take'from the boycott all Us effect- 
iveness. 
The • »—3lttt>e on resolu- 


tions offered a subriltute resolution 
that no boycott be declared except 
with the sanction of the national or 
International union Involved. 
This 


also was bitterly opposed and was de- 
feated. 
The original resolution was 


then tabled. 
v 
Refuses to Raise Per Capita. 


. The convention declined to Increase 
the pay of the national organizers and 
also'to Increase the per capita tax 
for strike purposes from 5 cents to 
8Vi cents. 


A resolution was adapted ordering 


the federation officers to report at the 
next convention plans for a building 
In Washington for the exclusive use 
of the organization. 


Delegate Lapland of Illinois 
was 


refused permission to Introduce 
a 


resolution calling for the adoption of 
uniform text-books In public schools, 
the books to bear tho union label, on 
the ground that this was a matter for 
each state to settle by Itself.

LARGE FIRE ADDS TO HORROR 


Two Hundred and Fifty Workmen 


Were at Work in Factory When 


the Accident Happened.

Toronto, Nov. 18.—A terrlflc explo- 


sion In the United factories at New 
Market, forty-five miles from

city, caused an immense loss of life 
and it is feared that nearly two hun-

Tho three large boilers of 
the plant exploded at once scattering 
tho flames throughout 'the

structure and setting them on flro in 
many parts at the same time. There 
were two hundred and fifty work- 
men in'the mills at tho time of tho 
explosion and it is feared .that a ma- 
jority of these were either killed by 
the explosion or by tho flre which 
followed.-

Street car employes on the North and 
West 3Me surface lines were pledging 
more than $3,000 a week t* eentlnue 
the strussl". while an ominous secret 
meeting of the trainman In the service 
of the elevated railroads was being 
held. To this last meeting the chief 
of the strikers was'hurriedly ealled 
for conference.- 


The company and the striking men 


apparently ealled a truce. 
They at 


least courteously considered the may- 
or's overture for a cessation of hos- 
tilities. But the pause in tho strife 
was merely t«- ta!:e breath. Each par- 
ty re-furmec 
Its lines of baUle, re- 


inforced Its resources, and 'braced 
Itself more firmly for the shock. 
State board 
and 
city committees 


worked to cfect a truce. Mayor and 
aldermen said, "Let us have peace." 
The parties to the conflict admitted 
the desirability of peace, but both 
diligently prepared for tr»r. 


By labor leaders last night the situ* 


atlon was considered grave. 
It was 


declared • that In a last, extremity 
•very union In .tho city, north and, 
west, as well as the unionized elevat- 
ed men, would walk out In sympa- 
thetic 
strike. 
Moreover, whatever 


may be the contracts of the Team- 
sters' unions, the attitude 
of 
the 


teamsters Individually dally becomes 
more pronounced. Teamsters crowd 
the car routes, block the tracks, and 
yesterday drivers of provision wagons 
refused In many cases to deliver 
goods consigned to the company's 
barns or powerhouses. 


The usual disorderly scenes attend- 


ant upon strikes were enacted yes- 
terday. Decayed vegetable1* and other

NIcaror-InslgnarcR, a brother of the 


governor of the state of Bolivar, was 
the spokesman of the Colombians He 
made a strong appeal to tV.e Panama- 
nians not to H'arupt tho republic of 
Colombia, and supplemented his ap- 
peal by the.solomn aujuran.^ that Co- 
lombia would grant nil the rights de- 
manded by the Isth. itans and even- 
tually carry out tholr grand project of 
building the canal. 


Explains Position. 


Replying, Senor Arias, representing 


the Junta, said that tho Bogota gov- 
ernment and the Colombians generally 
did not,appear to grasp tho actual con- 
.dltlons prevailing on the Isthmus. The 
resolution, Senor Arias said, was born ' 
absolutely of the unanimous desire 
of .the entire people of Panama and 
was Irrevocable. It was tho act of a 
now Independent government, already 
thoroughly organized and formally rec- 
ognized by tho United Slates govern- 
ment In receiving Its representative, 
Senor M. Phillppa Buena-Varllla, .aa 
well as by the governments of France 
and- Italy. 
. 


^Continuing, Senor Arias said: 


Wilt Try to Enforce Rights. 


''Colombia will always find in this 


country .the • most sincere brotherly 
feeling. 
The political ties binding 


the Isthmus to Colombia have been 
Croken, but the fault If not that of the 
Isthmus. The tics of affection, how- 
ever, never can bo broken." 


Senor Inslgnares, In a'n«wer,
